INCREASED ACCOMMODATIONS. 
The enormous tourist travel into Cali­ 
fornia has got all of the railraads hard 
mt work trying to outdo each other in in­ 
ducements to the public. It is impos­ 
sible to hold out any advantage as re­ 
gards fares, because tlíe rates are fixeii 
by the Transcontinental Association, and 
any open cutting would at once mean a 
railroad war. 'Ihe only way, therefore, 
that they can compete with each other 
is as regards the accommodations, and a 
complete revolution has taken place in 
this manner during the past few months. 
The old-fashioned style of conveying sec­ 
ond-class passengers across the continent 
in plain plank seats, on which at night 
the tired traveler had to stretch himself, 
covered only by his blanket, has 
been 
entirely 
superseded, and 
the 
innovations 
which 
in 
a 
marked 
manner, first commenced 
with the tourist car, has culminated in 
the coaches another road has put upon 
the road. They are intended purely for 
. the excursion travel to California, and 
five have so far been turned out of the 
shops and will be run bi-weekly in con­ 
nection with excursions from Chicago. 
Two of them arrived in the city yester­ 
day with the tourists whose advent is 
chronicled above, and were inspected 
and admired by all the railroad men in 
town.

is cushioned, and at night each 
sleeping berth is made up with mat­ 
tresses, pillows, sheets and other ap­ 
purtenances of a first class bed. The 
fittings are nickel-plated, and the cars 
are lighted so that a traveler can read in 
any part of them. There are dressing- 
rooms for the ladies, smoking-rooms for 
the male element, and a complete 
kitchen and steam heater at the end of 
each car. A buffet attachment will in 
future form one of the features of the 
service, making the cars the most com­ 
plete on the road. They will spur the 
other companies to keep up with the 
competition, and the result will be that 
the second-class tourist service in and 
out of California will be practically on a 
first-class scale by the opening of the 
next season. 
TRAVEL ON THE SANTA FE. 
Traveling Passenger Agent H. N. But­ 
terfield, of the Santa Fe, reports that the 
arrivals into Los Angeles over his road 
have averaged 120 a day for the past two. 
weeks. The Company has all it can do 
to keep pace with the travel, and passen­ 
ger coaches are not allowed to remain 
idle a moment.

THE FIRST PARTY. 
The first of the Illinois Central excur­ 
sion cars stood on the tracks in the 
Southern Pacific yards yesterday morn­ 
ing. The tourist buffet car, which had 
been ordered at Chicago when the party 
started, was not on hand, so the com­ 
pany had to swear in a regular Pullman. 
As it was his initial trip the traveling 
agent did not keep any record for publi­ 
cation of the names of the travelere, but 
will do so hereafter.

IMPORTANT CHANGES. 
The PaiieBRer Service (• Santa 
Barbara Improved. 
Some important changes as regards 
railroad travel in and oat of Los An 
geles over the Southern Pacific went into 
effect yesterday. They are as follows: 
No. 17, the passenger train from San 
Francisco, now arrives at 7 :15 a. m., in­ 
stead of at 7 a. m. as hertofore. 
No. 18, the noon train to San Fran­ 
cisco, will in future leave at 1:30 p. m., 


instead of at 1:15 p. m. as hitherto 
scheduled 
This train has been held 
back nntil 1:30 p. m. for some time past 
so as to make connections, but the 
change has not been before officially 
notified. 
The moet important changes are as 
regards the Santa Barbara trains, the 
running time of each of which has been 
shortened half an hour, giving an 
hour longer sojourn in town to the 
traveler making the round trip in a day. 
The schedule has also been arranged 
so that the trains will leave in a manner 
that will give the longest possible time 
in the towns at either end. The train 
which formerly left here at 9:30 a. m. 
will now leave at 7:35 a. m., and in the 
afternoon the train which has hitherto 
left at 3 :30 will leave at 4:30. From 
Santa Barbara the first train will now 
arrive at 3:15 p. m. instead of 4:30 p. m., 
and the evening train at 8:35 p. m. in­ 
stead of at 9:15 r. m. Business men 
have been anxiously looking for these 
changes for some time past, and their 
announcement will be hailed with joy. 
THE SUPERVISORS. 
Ilulea Adopted for tbe ConntT Poor 
Farm. 
The Supervisors met yesterday and 
ordered $3,000 transferred from the map 
to the Hospital fund. 
The Clerk was instructed to certify to 
the election of R. R. Davison as Consta­ 
ble of El Monte. 
The following rules for the County 
Poor Farm were adopted: All persons 
on their admission to the Los Angeles 
County Farm shall deliver to the Super­ 
intendent all moneys, articles of value, 
baggage, etc., except not necessary arti 
cles, as may be required for immediate 
use, and the Superintendent shall label 
them properly and carefully, keep them 
until such time as they may be required 
or the inmate be discharged, when he 
shall return them to the bwner. 
Orderlies and nurses shall beappointed 
by the Superintendent from the inmates, 
who shall see that the wards are kept 
uniformly neat and clean, the beds and 
bed clothing properly aired and shall 
cause to be observed these rules, report­ 
ing any persistent violation of the same 
to the Superintendent. 
Each and every inmate will lie re­ 
quired at all times to perform any duties 
assigned them, either as nurses or as­ 
sisting about the house, or on the farm, 
such duties to be assigned by the Super­ 
intendent. A refusal to perform such 
duties will cause an immediate dis­ 
charge. 
No liquors of any kind allowed on the 
premises, and its use is strictly forbid­ 
den except by order of the physician. 
Card-playing,-gambling, loud or pro­ 
fane talking, vulgarity, disorderly con­ 
duct of any kind is positively forbidden. 
No inmate will be allowed to leave the 
premises without permission. 
Begging from visitors is positively for­ 
bidden ; also smoking in the wards and 
outbuildings, and every inmate is re­ 
quired to use every effort to promote 
cleanliness. 
All inmates who are physically able 
shall rise in time to properly prepare 
themselves for breakfast, after which 
each inmate will make up his or her own 
bads, when the furniture and floors may 
be properly cleaned and put in order. 
Inmates who are not sick will not be al­ 
lowed to occupy their beds during the 
day-time, and must never lie on the bed 
without first removing their boots or 
shoes. 
All employees are requested to use the 
utmost kindness in their dealings with 
the inmates, and under no circumstances 
will abuse of any kind be tolerated. 
Any violation of the above rules will 
subject the offender to immediate dis­ 
charge, and the right is given to any in­ 
mate to report any grievances or com­ 
plaints, which shall be at once closely 
enquired into by the Superintendent. 
Such other rules as may be necessary 
for the conduct of the farm may be 
made from time to time by the Superin­ 
tendent, confirmed by the Board of Su­ 
pervisors. 
CABLE-CAR OFFICIALS. 
Supt. J. C. Robinson Arrive* From 
Chicago. 
A H erald man was informed yester­ 
day that a new General Manager had ar­ 
rived from Chicago to take charge of the 
cable-car system of this city, so he at 
once hunted up Mr. Charles Forman, the 
able manager of the lines, and told him 
of the rumor. 
“Well,” said Mr. Forman, “the news 
is slightly exaggerated. Mr. J. C. Robin­ 
son has arrived from Chicago to be Su­ 
perintendent of the system but not Man­ 
ager. for I retain that position. We have 
been without a Superintendent for over 
a year past, and it has thrown a lot of 
work on my shoulders outside of my own 
duties, and aB I have now so much more 
to attend to an assistant has become ne- 
cesssary. So far as I know beyond Mr. 
Robinson’s appointment no other official 
changes are contemplated at present.

THE COUNCIL. 
Matters that Are to Come Before It 
To-morrow. 
The City Council will meet to-morrow 
morning, and as there is a considerable 
amount of business to transact, it is prob­ 
able that the session will last all day, 
and it is doubtful as to whether the busi­ 
ness will be completed. The first busi­ 
ness to be transacted is the canvassing 
of the returns of Monday’s election. 
This alone will probably consume the 
best part of the morning session. The 
Southern Pacific application for a fran­ 
chise to cross the streets between San 
Pedro and Alameda, near Pine, is set for 
bearing at 2 o’clock. There is also the 
matter of the franchise for a second track 
along Alameda street south of the new 
depot. There have been a few objec­ 
tions to the franchise from some of the 
property owners, but the agents 
of the company claim to have the 
signatures of over one-half of the 
frontage on the street. There is also 
another matter in connection with the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
which is set for consideration and that is 
the construction of a bridge or a viaduct 
along Aurora street from Buena Vista 
street across the railroad tracks, which 
now occupy all of the street. This mat­ 
ter has been postponed for !a couple of 
weeks papt on accout of the illness of 
Judge Widney. The property owners are 
anxious U have the matter acted upon 
at once. 
Another matter to come up before the 
Council is the application of the Los An­ 
geles, Atlantic and Utah Railroad Com­ 
pany for permission to buiid its line 
along tbe east bank of the river. At the 
last meeting of the Council the matter 
was deferred for the purpose of giving the 
applicants a chance to find some way to 
arrange the franchise so that it will meet 
all legal objections. 
A Hungry Tramp.

It is impos­ 
sible to hold out any advantage as re­ 
gards fares, because the rates are fixed 
by the Transcontinental Association, and 
any open cutting would at once mean a 
railroad war. 'lhe only way, therefore, 
that they can compete with each other 
is as regards the accommodations, and a 
complete revolution has taken place in 
this manner during the past few months. 
The old-fashioned style of conveying sec­ 
ond-class passengers ¡.cross the continent 
in plain plank seats, . on which at night 
the tired traveler had to stretch himself, 
covered only by his blanket, has

manner, first commenced 
with the tourist car, has culminated in 
the coachea another road has put upon 
the road. They are intended purely for 
the excursion travel to California, and 
five have so far been turned out of the 
shops and will be run bi-weekly in con­ 
nection with excursions from Chicago. 
Two of them arrived in the city yester­ 
day with the tourists whose advent is 
chronicled above, and were inspected 
and admired by all the railroad men in 
town. A H erald reporter waB shown 
over them by Mr. J. W. Adams, and 
found them to be far beyond anything he 
had conceived was on the road for second- 
class travel. They are as well equipped

They will spur the 
other companies to keep up with the 
competition, and the result will be that 
the second-class tourist service in and 
out of California will be practically on a 
first-class scale by the opening of the 
next season.

THE SUPERVISORS. 
R u les A d op ted fo r tb e C o u n ty P oor 
F a rm . 
The Supervisors met yesterday and 
ordered $3,000 transferred from the map 
to the Hospital fund. 
The Clerk was instructed to certify to 
the election of R. R. Davison as Consta­ 
ble of El Monte. 
The following rules for the County 
Poor Farm were adopted: All persons 
on their admission to the Los Angeles 
County Farm shall deliver to the Super­ 
intendent all moneys, articles of value, 
baggage, etc., except not necessary arti 
cles, as may be required for immediate 
use, and the Superintendent shall label 
them properly und carefully, keep them 
until such time as they may be required 
or the inmate be discharged, when he 
shall return them to the owner. 
Orderlies and nurses shall beappointed 
by the Superintendent from the inmates, 
who shall see that the wards are kept 
uniformly neat and clean, the beds and 
bed clothing properly aired and shall 
cause to be observed these rules, report­ 
ing any persistent violation of the same 
to the Superintendent. 
Each and every inmate will be re­ 
quired at all times to perform any duties 
assigned them, either as nurses or as­ 
sisting about the house, or on the farm, 
such duties to be assigned by the Super­ 
intendent. A refusal to perform such 
duties will cause an immediate dis­ 
charge. 
No liquors of any kind allowed on the 
premises, and its use is strictly forbid­ 
den except by order of the physician. 
Card-playing,-gambling, loud or pro­ 
fane talking, vulgarity, disorderly con­ 
duct of any kind is positively forbidden. 
No inmate will be allowed to leave the 
premises without permission. 
Begging from visitors is positively for­ 
bidden ; also smoking in the wards and 
outbuildings, and every inmate is re­ 
quired to use every effort to promote 
cleanliness. 
All inmates who are physically able 
shall rise in time to properly prepare 
themselves for breakfast, after which 
each inmate will make up his or her own 
bids, when the furniture and floors may 
be properly cleaned and put in order. 
Inmates wlio are not sick will not be al­ 
lowed to occupy their beds during the 
day-time, and must never lie on the bed 
without first removing their boots or 
shoes. 
All employees are requested to use the 
utmost kindness in their dealings with 
the inmates, and under no circumstances 
will abuse of any kind be tolerated. 
Any violation of the above rules will 
subject the offender to immediate dis­ 
charge, and the right is given to any in­ 
mate to report any grievances or com­ 
plaints, which shall be at once closely 
enquired into by the Superintendent. 
Such other rules as may be necessary 
for the conduct of the farm may be 
made from time to time by the Superin­ 
tendent, confirmed by the Board of Su­ 
pervisors.

T o -m o r r o w . 
The City Council will meet to-morrow 
morning, and as there is a considerable 
amount of business to transact, it is prob­ 
able that the session will last all day, 
and it is doubtful as to whether the busi­ 
ness will be completed.

There is also 
auother matter in connedi.n with the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
which is set for consideration and that is 
the construction of a bridge or a viaduct 
along Aurora street from Buena Vista 
street across the railroad tracks, which 
now occupy all of the street. This mat­ 
ter has been postponed for !a couple of 
weeks past ou accout of the illness of 
Judge Widney. The property owners are 
anxious 
have the matter acted upon 
at once. 
Another matter to come up before the 
Council is the application of the Los An­ 
geles, Atlantic and Utah Railroad Com­ 
pany for permission to build its line 
along the east bank of the river. At the 
last meeting of the Council the matter 
was deferred for the purpose of giving the 
applicants a chance to find some way to 
arrange the franchise so that it will meet 
all legal objections.

IT IS NOT MORTGAGED. 


W liat Is B rin g D one a t the Or­ 
p h a n s’ H om e. 
E d it o r s H e r a l d—In a report pub­ 
lished in Sunday’s lime» of the new 
Sectarian O rphan’s Home building there 
occurs a mistake which the managers 
wish to correct. 
There is not now and 
never has been a mortgage on the prop­ 
erty. That there shall never be depends 
upon the generosity of the districts ben­ 
efited by the Home. 
The institution should have been called 
the Southern California, instead of the 
Los Angeles, O rphans’ Home, as chil­ 
dren are received from San Diego, San 
Bernaruino, Santa Barbara, Ventura, 
Kern, Tulare and San Luis Obispo coun­ 
ties, there being no other asylum in the 
sonthern part of the State receiving both 
boys and girls. 
In our county we have 
cared for children from Anaheim, Azusa, 
Compton, Downey, El Monte, 
lDgle- 
wood, Lincoln Park, Monrovia, Norwalk, 
Newhall, Newport, Pasadena, Ravenna, 
Santa Monica, Santa Ana, Savannah, 
San Gabriel, Tustin and Westminster. 
W hen all of these places are relieved 
of the care of their orphans, is it not 
eimply justice for each and every place 
to bear a share of the burden of expenses 
connected with thiB care ? 
The State for these children makes an 
allowance of 20 cents a day for half 
orphans and abandoned children, and 
27,hj' cents a day for full orphans. Those 
familiar with the cost of m aintaining a 
family will see at once how far this sum 
will go toward providing food, fuel, light, 
clothes, etc., for each individual. Be­ 
sides these items the dwelling has to be 
provided, kept in repair, furnished, and 
taxes and insurance paid regularly. LaBt, 
but not-least, comes the wages of matron, 
assistant matron, nurse, second assistant, 
seamstress, cook, cleaner and laundress, 
besides extra help in times of general 
sickness or an epidemic. This amount 
of help is positively necessary, as 105 
children were moved into the new Home. 
Little help is to be bad from the chil­ 
dren, as the average age is only 9 years. 
Few are much older and many younger. 
To day there are fourteen children in the 
nursery, all under 4 years of age. 
The managers, each and every one, 
give their services cheerfully and freely, 
asking only in return such support from 
the public as the Home desires, and 
always a reservation of criticism without 
personal investigation. 
The cost of the new sewer, grading 
Alpine street, retaining wall, moving the 
old frame houses and building the per­ 
m anent brick Home, has been something 
over $55,000. 
Of this sum all b at about 
.$7,000 has been subscribed. 
Will not 
those who have not paid their subscrip­ 
tions make an effort to discharge their 
debt to us by the first of the year ? 
Will not those who have not sub­ 
scribed send in their names at once that 
we may know for how much we may de­ 
pend upon them ? 
The greater part of the many thousand 
dollars expended in the eight and a half 
years since the founding of the Home 
has been donated by the generous citi­ 
zens of our own city. The county of Los 
Angeles has (\onated something, and but 
little has come from other counties. 
This is an unequal arrangement, and 
we now call upon every city and county 
in Southern California to respond to our 
Dressing need. 
‘ With $7,000 more than the Bum al­ 
ready subscribed, Southern California 
will have free of all debt a substantial 
and commodious O rphans’ Home, with 
a capacity for 200 children in the two 
stories already finished, and with a third 
fioor that can be finished to accommo­ 
date 100 more. 
Can not every city and 
town for whom we assume care and re­ 
sponsibility make us a donation ? 
Let 
those whose hearts respond to the needs 
of these helpless little ones make a call 
through their local newspapers for a 
meeting, and then decide upon some way 
of raising a fund to help discharge this 
debt. 
A concert, social, fair, lunch—in 
tact an entertainm ent of any kind will 
m eet with ready response in a place of 
any size, if the object is the care of chil­ 
dren bereit of their natural protectors.

city’s condition and its clim ate; but the 
city authorities have not contributed 
much, if any, toward it. 
Being a property owner and having no 
possible chance of getting out ot this 
neighborhood, I take this opportunity of 
asking the H e r a l d to inform the city 
authorities (hoping that it will prove 
more successful than we property owners 
h-ive been) of the disgraceful nuisance 
existing on Pearl and Temple, back oí 
Beaudry street. The lots in this locality 
are many feet below the grade, and dur 
ing these late rains have filled up, from 
not only the high surroundings but also 
from a flume from the other side of 
Temple street, and the pond thus formed 
is made the receptacle of the garbage 
and waste water of ten houses, of which 
fjur are tenements, containing probably 
over fifty families, and five or six stores. 
As there is no street sewer and no way 
of disposing of their garbage, buckets and 
pails of slop are to be seen whirling 
from the third stories into this already 
poisoned abyss. 
These last days the 
stench has become so unbearable that 1 
do not dare to ventilate my m other’s 
rcom. who is Iving paralyzed, having 
come here from St. Louis for her health. 
Quinine has become a daily requirement 
in our family. 
Our canaries and pigeons are dying of 
what I should judge to be diphtheria, 
caused by nothing more, I am convinced, 
than the vitiated air that surrounds 
them. 
In all well managed cities when 
a pond becomes a nuisance it is filled in 
by the city and charged to its owners, 
and the streets are the natural channels 
for drainage, and not private property. 
Why should we not adopt these meas­ 
ures, which, after all, are logical? 
I hope that the I I kk ald will not refuse 
the publication of this poorly w ritten but 
earnest letter, for my family are all sick 
and I am at a total loss to know what 
steps are to be taken to avoid such a dis­ 
graceful nuisance as exists in this neigh­ 
borhood.

A New D ep artu re. 
The Outlook has some good news to 
convey to its readers. 
In conversation 
with Superintendent Shaw this morning, 
he informed the local that the Los An­ 
geles County and Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany proposes at once to make some 
valuable improvements here at Santa 
Monica. The Company has purchased 
of Jones *S¿ Baker the west half of the 
iark that lies between the Santa Monica 
tfotel and the Southern Pacific depot. 
Beginning at the alleyway the trestle 
will be diverted northward from Railroad 
avenue and run diagonally across the 
park, passing over Ocean avenue between 
the end of 4he bridge and the hotel, and 
reaching the bluff about one hundredfeet 
north of the steps leading down to the 
beach. 
From this point the grade will 
start along the bluff until it reaches the 
beach by an easy descent. 
The company has also purchased the 
plat of ground bounded by Ocean and 
Railroad avenues, the sea frontage and 
the proposed line of the road. Upon this 
ground, fronting the new railroad track, 
will be erected a handsome two-story 
building, 200 feet long and 50 feet deep 
The lower story will be used for offices, 
waiting-room, restaurant, etc., and the 
upper storv will be divided into sleeping 
apartm ents, making the establishm ent a 
hotel on a limited scale. 
The grounds are to be laid off in the 
most artistic style and planted with the 
choicest shrubbery. The bluff, from the 
stairway to Railroad aveuue. is to be 
terraced, w ith stairways leading down 
t) the beach at intervals, and flowers 
and shrubs planted in the spaces be­ 
tween. 
The plat at the bottom of the 
biuff, leading to the surf line, will be 
cleared off and made inviting with a 
large pavilion and other improvements. 
Mr. Shaw says it is the intention of the 
Company to make the ocean Terminal of 
the road as inviting as possible. 
Hand­ 
some grounds, a fine building, an elegant 
restaurant, ran on the European plan, an 
easy descent to the ocean, and, in fact 
everything that will conduce to the com­ 
fort and the pleasure of the traveling 
public, will bo on the list of proposed 
improvements. 
This will be a notable 
advance on the old style, as the passen­ 
gers cau leave or take the train right at 
the ocean, and upon the main avenue of 
the town, with nothing in sight but what 
is specially pleasant to the most critical 
eye.

IT IS NOT MORTGAGED. 


W ltu t Is B r in g D o n e a t th e Or. 
p h a u s ’ H o m e. 
E ditors I I krald—In a report pub­ 
lished in Sunday’s limes of the new 
Sectarian O rphan’s Home building there 
occurs a mistake which the managers 
wish to correct. 
There is not now and 
never has been a mortgage on the prop­ 
erty. That there shall never be depends 
upon the generosity of the districts ben­ 
efited by the Home. 
The institution should have been called 
the Southern California, instead of the 
Los Angeles, O rphans’ Home, as chil­ 
dren are received from San Diego, San 
Bernaruino, Santa 
Barbara, Ventura, 
Kern, Tulare and San Luis Obispo coun­ 
ties, tbere being no other asylum in the 
southern part of the State receiving both 
boys and girls. 
In our county we have 
cared for children from Anaheim, Azusa, 
Compton, Downey, El Monte, 
Ingle­ 
wood, Lincoln Park, Monrovia, Norwalk, 
Newhall, Newport, Pasadena, Ravenna, 
Santa Monica, Santa Ana, Savannah, 
San Gabriel, Tustin and Westminster. 
W hen all of these places are relieved 
of the care of their orphans, is it not 
simply justice for each and every place 
to bear a share of the burden of expenses 
connected with this care ? 
The State for these children makes an 
allowance of 20 cents a day for half 
orphans and abandoned children, and 
2 7 cents a day for full orphans. Those 
fam iliar with the cost of m aintaining a 
family will see at once how far this sum 
will go toward providing food, fuel, light, 
clothes, etc., for each individual. 
Be­ 
sides these item s the dwelling has to be 
provided, kept in repair, furnished, and 
taxes and insurance paid regularly. Last, 
but not*least, comes the wages of matron, 
assistant matron, nurse, second assistant, 
seamstress, cook, cleaner and laundress, 
besides extra help in times of general 
sickness or an epidemic. This amount 
of help is positively necessary, as 105 
children were moved into the new Home. 
Little help is to be bad from the chil­ 
dren, as the average age is only 9 years. 
Few are much older and many younger. 
To-day there are fourteen children in the 
nursery, all under 4 years of ag6. 
The managers, each and every one, 
give their services cheerfully and freely, 
asking only in return such support from 
the public as the Home desires, and 
always a reservation of criticism without 
personal investigation. 
The cost of the new sewer, grading 
Alpine street, retaining wall, moving the 
old frame houses and building the per­ 
m anent brick Horae, has been something 
over $55,000. 
Of this sum all but about 
.$7,000 has been subscribed. 
Will not 
those who have not paid their subscrip­ 
tions make an effort to discharge their 
debt to us by the first of the year? 
Will not those who have not Bub- 
scribed send in th eir names at once that 
we may know for how much we may de­ 
pend upon them ? 
The greater part of the many thousand 
dollars expended in the eight and a half 
years since the founding of the Home 
has been donated by the generous citi­ 
zens of our own city. The county of Los 
Angeles has <\onated something, and but 
little has come from other counties. 
This is an unequal arrangement, and 
we now call upon every city and county 
in Southern California to respond to our 
Dressing need. 
* With $7,000 more than the sum al­ 
ready subscribed, Southern California 
will have free of all debt a substantial 
and commodious O rphans’ Home, with 
a capacity for 200 children in the two 
stories already finished, and with a third 
floor that can be finished to accommo­ 
date 100 more. Can not every city and 
town for whom we assume care and re­ 
sponsibility make us a donation ? 
Let 
those whose hearts respond to the needs 
of theBe helpless little ones make a call 
through their local newspapers for a 
meeting, and then decide upon some way 
of raising a fund to help discharge this 
debt. 
A concert, social, fair, lunch—in 
tact an entertainm ent of any kind will 
m eet with ready response in a place of 
any size, if the object is the care of chil­ 
dren berett of their natural protectors.

Times I reád a report of Los Angeles’ 
healthful condition. 
The report is, I 
have no doubt, correct, owing to the 


city’s condition and its clim ate; but the 
city authorities have not contributed 
much, if any, toward it. 
Being a property owner and having no 
possible chance of getting out ol this 
neighborhood, I take this opportunity of 
asking the H erald to inform the city 
authorities (hoping that it will prove 
more successful than we property owners 
h*ve been) of the disgraceful nuisance 
existing on Pearl and Temple, back ol 
Beandry street. The lots in this locality 
are many feet below the grade, and dur 
ing these late rains have filled up, from 
not only the high surroundings but also 
from a flume lrom the other side of 
Temple street, and the pond thus formed 
is made the receptacle of the garbage 
and waste water of ten houses, of which 
fjur are tenements, containing probably 
over flftv families, and five or six stores. 
As there* is no street sewer and no way 
of disposing of their garbage, buckets and 
oails of slop are to be seen whirling 
from the third stories into this already 
poisoned abyss. 
These last days the 
stench has become so unbearable that 1 
do not dare to ventilate my m other’s 
rcom. who is lving paralyzed, having 
come here from St. Louis for her health. 
Quinine has become a daily requirement 
in our family. 
Our canaries and pigeons are dying of 
what I should judge to be diphtheria, 
caused by nothing more, I am convinced, 
than the vitiated air that surrounds 
them. 
In all well managed cities when 
a pond becomes a nuisance it is filled in 
by the city and charged to its owners, 
and the streets are the natural channels 
for drainage, and not private property. 
Why should we not adopt these meas­ 
ures, which, after all, are logical? 
I hope that the H erald will not refuse 
the publication of this poorly written but 
earnest letter, for my family are all sick 
and I am at a total loss to know what 
steps are to be taken to avoid such a dis­ 
graceful nuisance as exists in this neigh­ 
borhood.

A New Departure. 
The Outlook has some good news to 
convey to its readers. 
In conversation 
with Superintendent Shaw this morning, 
he informed the local th at the Los An­ 
geles County and Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany proposes at once to make some 
valuable improvements here at Santa 
Monica. The Company has purchased 
of Jones & Baker the west half of the 
park that lies between the Santa Monica 
Hotel aud the Southern Pacific depot. 
Beginning at the alleyway the trestle 
will be diverted northward from Railroad 
avenue and run diagonally across the 
park, passing over Ocean avenue between 
the end of -the bridge and the hotel, and 
reaching the bluff about one hundred feet 
north of the steps leading down to the 
beach. 
From this point the grade will 
start along the hluff until it reaches the 
beach by an easy descent. 
The company has also purchased the 
plat of ground bounded bv Ocean and 
Railroad avenues, the sea frontage and 
the proposed line of the road. Upon this 
ground, fronting the new railroad track, 
will be erected a handsome two-story 
building, 200 feet long and 50 feet deep 
The lower story will be used for offices, 
waiting-room, restaurant, etc., and the 
upper storv will be divided into sleeping 
apartm ents, making the establishm ent a 
hotel on a limited scale. 
The grounds are to be laid off in the 
most artistic style and planted with the 
choicest shrubbery. The bluff, from the 
►tairway to Railroad avenue, is to be 
terraced, w ith stairways leading down 
t) the beach at intervals, and flowers 
and shrubs planted in the spaces be­ 
tween. 
The plat at the bottom of the 
bluff, leading to the surf line, will be 
cleared off and made inviting with a 
large pavilion and other improvements. 
Mr. Shaw says it is the intention of the 
Company to make the ocean Terminal of 
the road as inviting as possible. 
Hand­ 
some grounds, a fine building, an elegant 
restaurant, ran on the European plan, an 
easy descent to the ocean, and, in fact 
everything that will conduce to the com­ 
fort and the pleasure of the traveling 
public, will be on the list of proposed 
improvements. 
This will be a notable 
advance on the old style, as the passen­ 
gers can leave or take the train right at 
the ocean, and upon the main avenue of 
the town, with nothing in sight but what 
is specially pleasant to the most critical 
eye.

The new city government will be very 
largely Democratic. 
Our party will have 
the Mayor and eleven of the fifteen 
Councilmen. That will give it control of 
the municipal administration, and it will 
be responsible to the people for all short­ 
comings in the conduct of our local 
affairs. 
The responsibility cannot be 
avoided, and we have no doubt, from the 
character of the m en elected, that the 
nterests of the city will be carefully 
guarded, and that the many public im­ 
provements needed will be wisely and 
favorably acted upon. 
The gentleman who has been elected 
to the position of Mayor is a man of ripe 
judgm ent. 
He has been a successful 
business m an, and will bring to the office 
th at kind of practical knowledge which 
will be of great advantage to him in the dis­ 
charge of its duties.

The passage lingers in the 
memory as a picture of 
the 
great 
enterprise and energy displayed in the 
founding of one of the foremost cities of 
ancient times. 
C arthage, in a century 
long posterior to Virgil’s day, became a 
dangerous rival eveu to mightv Rome, 
and when her great general, Hannibal, 
passed the Alps, after God-like efforts 
and alm ost superhum an sufferings, and 
dispersed the legions of Rome at Lake 
Thrasam ene and almost annihilated the 
arm ies of Italy at Capua, Carthage 
barely missed becoming the mistress of 
the civilized world as it then existed. 
If one were to pass down First street 
these days and see the great gang of 
men laying in the cable railway, then 
pass up to Fort and see another gang 
doing a like work th e re ; next ascend 
the hill at the corner of Temple and New- 
High streets and witness the new Court

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT.

HOMESTEAD HILLS. 
Three Senators, Plumb, lierry and 
Dolph, and Representative McRae to­ 
day introduced hills, similar in their 
provisions, to allow persons who have 
ubandoned or relinquished their home­ 
stead entries to make another entry. 
The bills introduced provide that any 
person who has settled on the public do­ 
main, who has not yet perfected a title 
thereto, and who may' be unable to sub­ 
sist on the lands by reason of drouth, 
whole or partial destruction of crops, 
sickness, etc., may take out another 
homestead entry in place of the aban­ 
doned claim. 
BUREAU OK HEALTH. 
Senator Gibson introduced a bill to­ 
day for the establishm ent, under tbe In- 
erior D epartm ent, of a Bureau of Health, 
to be under the direction of a Commis­ 
sioner, who 
shall receive an unnual 
salary of $5,000. 
It also provides for the 
appointment by tbe President of a Health 
Commission, to be composed of twenty 
members, who shall be divided into six 
sections as follows: 
Five for the yellow 
fever section, and three each for cl olera, 
typhoid fever, scarlet fever, smallpox 
and diphtheria sections. 
Each member 
shall receive an annual salary of $1,200, 
and it shall be his duty to investigate the 
cause, origin and best mode of the pre­ 
vention of the diseases m entioned.

sons coming from any infected place un­ 
less tbe vessel shall have undergone 
quarantine at some national quarantine 
sia»ion. The Health Commissioner is 
directed, whenever called by a Governor 
of r. State, to make rules and regulations 
and take measures for the suppression of 
any infectious dipcase. 
It is made the 
duty of the consular officers to make 
weekly reports to the H ealth Commis­ 
sioner in regard to the sanitary condition 
of foreign porte. 
It is made unlawful for 
any person to obstruct commerce be­ 
tween States or with any foreign country 
excppt in accordance with the rules pre 
scribed by the Health Commissioner.

P r o m isin g Suburb. 
Arcadia is making the right kind of a 
move to increase her future attractive­ 
ness and prosperity. 
A representative 
of the Mehseuyer 
interviewed H. 
V 
Unruh u few days ago and learned from 
him that among the im mediate improve­ 
ments to be made there is the creation 
of a fine park and the extensive planting 
of shade trees along the streets. 
The park will J>e on the southern por­ 
tion of the block upon which the Hotel 
Oakwood is built, and is right in the cen­ 
ter of the town. 
It wi'l be laid out in 
an artistic m anner, and will be orna 
mented with alt kinds of semi-tropical 
trees, shrubs and fl >wers. There will he 
fountains, arbors, statuary, etc., and it 
will be made as beautiful as such places 
can be made only in this latid of rapid 
vegetable growths. 
lu regard to planting shade trees, Mr. 
Unruh said palms and pines would be 
set along both sides of all the streets 
near the center of the town and along 
the two railroads which cross there. 
Further out pepper and eucalyptus trees 
would be placed on both sides of the 
streets, and on Falling Leaf and Orange 
the trees would be extended to the cor­ 
porate limits of Monrovia, which, by the 
way, is only about one mile from the 
center of Arcadia. 
All the lots in the town and all the 
lands adjoining are now being plowed 
and sowed to barley, and in a m onth’s 
time Arcadia will appeae like a vast 
meadow. 
Mr. U nruh’s fine residence 
is one of the attractive spots. 
It is less 
than a year since this was completed 
and work begun on the grounds. 
The 
fii e lawn and the profusion of (lowers 
and shrubbery are a living and lovely 
evidence of what may be accomplished 
in a short time and witli little care. The 
(lower farm is another beautiful spot 
and although it was started but little 
over one year ago, it is a miracle ot 
loveliness." 
The 
new 
Hotel 
Oakwood is be­ 
ing thoroughly 
fifed up and finely 
furnished, and will he opened shortly to 
the public. Mr. Baldwin’s offices are in 
a part of this fine brick building. In an­ 
swer to a query concerning the proposed 
half-million dollar hotel that was to be 
built at the Le id of Santa Anita avenue, 
near the mouth of the canon of the same 
name. Mr 
Unruh said the project was 
not dead by any means, though he could 
give no definite information concerning 
it. The planting of trees on the grounds 
that were set apart for this hotel still 
continues and there is as fine a young 
orange grove there as can be found any­ 
where. The site is one that cannot be 
surpassed and we would all rejoice to see 
the hotel built. 
One thing is evident, that if the work 
of improvement is carried out as outlined 
a bright future is before Arcadia. 
This 
Monrovia would welcome, for the two 
towns are so close together that their 
growth wiil to all practical purposes make 
them one city.—[Monrovia Messenger.
